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Post-War Industrial Deve'opment—Tenth Article 





INDUSTRIAL ACTIVITY IN THE NORTH MIDLAND 
REGION PRESENTS A VARIED PICTURE 


The third article in the series on industrial activities in the North Midland Region deals with some of the lighter industries. 
previous articles on the Region appeared in the Board of Trade Journal on November 29 and December 13.

HE FURNITURE industry in the North Midland Region is 
comparatively small, employing some 5,600 people, but a wide 
range of furniture is manufactured. 

William Lawrence was the first to commence large scale factory 
production at Colwick, near Nottingham, about three-quarters of 
a century ago, supplying the retail trade. Even to-day this firm’s 
capacity is locally unrivalled. Since that time others, mostly 
upholsterers, have sprung up around Nottingham and particularly 
at Long Eaton and Sandiacre and the industry has thrived to a 
considerable extent. 

A further development took place with the introduction of 
patent springing for upholstery and pioneers of this method are 
the Lace Web Spring Company Limited of Sandiacre, and Elson 
Robbins Limited of Long Eaton. In addition to spring seating 
for upholstery the industry now produces spring seating in very 
large quantities for the motor car industry, for buses and for the 
railways. As a result of these developments considerable growth 
of the industry has taken place and the Kirkby Seating Company 
has opened a new factory at East Kirkby, in Nottinghamshire, 
since the end of the war. 

After the last war a demand for furniture with brighter colours 
and cleaner lines became evident and in workshops and showrooms 


a growing volume of these new productions may now be seen. 
The central position occupied by the industry makes it especially 
favourable for deliveries to all parts of the country and vessels of 
well-known shipping lines are supplied with furniture made in 
this Region. 





China and Earthenware 











The only firm in the North Midland Region which produces high- 
grade china is the famous Royal Crown Derby Porcelain Co. Ltd., of 
Derby. The demand for this beautiful and delicate ware is very 
high in overseas markets, especially in America, and 70 per cent. of 
the total output is exported. During the past few years mechaniza- 
tion and re-organization have been undertaken, and a recently 
patented fully automatic casting plant, which deals with over 500 
dozen articles a week, is quite revolutionary. Other improvements 
have included electric tunnel ovens for glazing and a conveyer belt 
system in the gilding shop, all of which have contributed to 
continuity of production without lowering the traditionally high 
standards. 

Other firms in the Region produce earthenware and stoneware. 
Most of them are to be found near Swadli because there is

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suitable clay in that vicinity, although much of it is now brought from 
other areas. Lovatts’ Potteries Ltd., of Langl —y = near Notting- 
ham, also produce earthenware and stoneware, ry making is one 
of the smaller industries in the Region, only about 3,500 people being 
employed. Nevertheless, the firms are wide awake to the need for 
exporting their goods and, despite difficulties such as high freightage 
and tariffs, considerable success has been achieved and products are 
finding their way into the dollar markets, Canada. 

John Bourne & Son Ltd., of Derby, have produced new varieties 
of stoneware for Canada and T. G. Green & Co. Ltd., of Church 
Gresley, have also had some success in the dollar market. Both these 
firms have increased their exports since the war by producing lighter 
decorative lines to decrease the disadvantages of high freight charges. 





Typewriters 








The changeover from war to peace was not so difficult for the 
Imperial Typewriter Co. Ltd. of Leicester, as plans for post-war 
development were ready to be put into operation. A new wing, 
giving another 85,000 sq. ft. of floor space, was built in 1946 and 
since that year a further two small factories have been acquired. 
If the current scheme for a factory at Hull is completed next year, 
370,000 sq. ft. of floor space for the manufacture of Imperial type- 
writers will be available. The Leicester-made machines are exported 
all over the world, including the Dollar Areas. Sales in the first

six months of this year were 40 per cent. higher than in the same 
period of 1951, while the labour force is 45 per cent. more than 
in 1945. 

Other firms in the Region are also engaged in the manufacture 
of typewriters; the Barlock Co. Ltd. of Nottingham is one of 
particular note. 


Chemicals | 


The increasingly important part played in everyday life by synthetic- 
ally manufactured chemicals is reflected in the opening of new heavy 
chemical and fertilizer factories on the banks of the Humber north- 
west of Grimsby. This area is particularly suitable for chemical 
factories. Large sites with docking facilities for the unloading of raw 
materials and the shipping of finished products are available as well 
as an outlet to the sea for a large amount of effluent which most of the 
processes involve. Employment has thereby been found for many of 
those out of work as a result of the decline in the fishing industries 
and port trades. 

The large fertilizer factory erected at Insmingham Dock by Fisons 
Ltd. cost about £3} million and was the first to be built in the country 
for the manufacture of triple superphosphate. Raw materials are 
taken direct from the ships to various plants by a conveyer system, 
and the finished products are loaded directly on ships in the deep 
water berth by the same means. 

A number of other fertilizer firms in the Region have installed 
granulating plants for the production of granulated compound 
phosphatic fertilizer. 

British Titan Products Ltd., who were producing titanium oxide 
at Billingham, have erected a large factory at Grimsby to produce 
12,000 tons of the oxide a year. A Simon Carve sulphuric a 
plant was included which will provide 700 tons of acid a week. 
to the demand for titanium oxide, the original factory has been doubled. 
and, because of the shortage of sulphur, a large pyrites flash-roasting

sulphuric acid plant has been erected, while part of the existing 
sulphur burning plant is being converted into pyrites burning. 

National Titanium Pigments Ltd. are building a factory at Stalling- 
borough, on the Humber bank, also to make titanium oxide, but by a 
different process. 

Another chemical firm on the Humber bank—with its main factory 
at Horsham—is Ciba Ltd., who produce pharmaceutical goods for 
the medical profession, most of which are covered by the Dangerous 
Drugs Act. 

No account of the chemical industry in the North Midlands would 
be complete without mention of the magnificent factory of Boots Pure 
Drug Co. Ltd. at Beeston, near Nottingham, which is one of the best 
of its kind in the world. This company has expanded steadily since 
the war and is now manufacturing many of the newer drugs for export. 

Synthetic resins for the paint trade, emulsions for the leather trade 
and low pressure Marco resins are being produced by Scott, Bader & 
Co. Ltd., at Wollaston, near Wellingborough. 








Cycles 


The name “ Raleigh” means cycles all over the world. The 
famous all-steel bicycle is produced by Raleigh Industries Ltd. at 
the Nottingham factory, which is claimed to be the largest and most 
modern cycle plant in the world. 

The factory stretches over 40 acres and employs 7,000 workers. A 
large extension was opened by the Duke of Edinburgh on November 
11 this year. The factory is now producing five bicycles a minute 
as its contribution to the export drive. In 1951, over 1,000,000 
complete machines were turned out, as well as 2,000,000 variable 
gear hubs and lighting units. Exports accounted for 75 per cent. of 
this total, but this year it is expected that 85 per cent. of total pro- 
duction will be exported, as against the 1938 figure of 30 per cent. 

The Elswick-Hopper Cycle and Motor Co. Ltd., at Barton-on- 
Humber, are the second largest cycle manufacturers in the Region, and 
a large proportion of their products are sent to overseas countries, 
including the hard currency markets. 





Domestic Electric Appliances 








From the works at Peterborough of the Hotpoint Electric Appliance 
Co. Ltd. flows a vast range of domestic appliances. During the war 
the factory was used for the assembly of air frames for Wellington 
bombers. Since then it has been completely re-equipped for its 
present purpose. Washing machines, boiling plates, immersion 
heaters, rotary ironers, table ironers and refrigerators leave the assembly 
line in a steady stream. Employing 1,400 workers, the factory also 
feeds its associated factories at Llandudno and Birmingham with 
sub-assemblies and other apparatus. The company is now con- 
centrating on exports and is strengthening its markets in 53 different 
countries, 





Food Industries 








Changing conditions and overseas markets have both been con- 
quered by the somewhat heterogeneous group of industries in the 
Region coming under the general heading of food, and many firms 
concerned have shown themselves willing to’ test any innovation 
likely to increase production and reduce costs. 

The demand for smoked and salted fish has declined since the 
war, and Smethurst Ltd. of Grimsby, quickly aware of the change 
and working in secret, devised a method for the mass production of 
fish cakes. ‘The product soon became popular not only in the’ home 
but in hospitals, works canteens and similar institutions. The 
installation of a quick-freezing plant for fish, poultry, fruit and 
vegetables found a market for these goods in many overseas countries. 

Chappie Ltd. moved from Slough to Melton Mowbray in 1951 and 
introduced the manufacture of dried meat products fot dogs and 
dried meat and fish products for cats. This firm have adopted 
American techniques and, as an incentive to increased productivity, 
pay according to turnover. Extensive research is carried out to find 
new foods, and large numbers of dogs and cats are tested all over 
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the country. It is a comment on the universality of tastes of dogs and 
cats that this firm exports their products to many countries. 

The Peterborough works of Baker Perkins Ltd. are the head- 
quarters of a world-wide organization, employing nearly 5,000 
people in this country alone on the design and manufacture of 
machinery for the making of bread, biscuits, chocolate and con- 
fectionery. Machinery is also produced for the laundering, chemical 
mixing and soap making trades. 

Associated factories in the U.S.A., Canada, Australia and Europe, 
helped by established sales organizations in South America and the 
Far East, help to maintain the very considerable export business of 
this company. In 1950 Baker Perkins (Exports) Ltd. was formed 
to exploit world markets on an increasing scale. Factories have 
recently been established at Hebburn-on-Tyne and Gateshead. 





Fishing Industry 











During the last war many trawlers were lost on active service and 
by January 1948, when most of those requisitioned by the Admiralty 
had been returned to the industry, the size of the Grimsby fleet was 
83 distant water trawlers, 181 near water, and 40 seiners (compared 
with the 1938 figures of 120 distant water, 338 near water and 
24 seiners). 


Known since the early days of cycling for reliability and quality, Raleigh machines are made in this factory at Nottingham. 
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With the strict rationing of meat, owners made great efforts to 
increase fish production through a new building programme. This 
has concentrated on large trawlers to exploit the more prolific Arctic 
grounds, though there has been some capital invested in small motor 
cutters of the Danish seiner type. To date 21 vessels over 170 ft. 
in length and costing up to £150,000 each, and 17 wooden seiners 
mostly about 60 ft. have been built for Grimsby. Several others 
were purchased from the Admiralty and other ports. Many of the 
smaller trawlers which were up to 50 years old have been scrapped 
as having outlived their usefulness. 

The fleet as on June 30, 1952, consisted of 97 distant water trawlers 
which fish almost entirely within the Arctic Circle from the Barents 
Sea through Spitzbergen, Bear Island, the Norwegian Coast and 
Iceland to West Greenland, 143 near water trawlers working from 
the Southern North Sea to the Faroes, and 54 seiners fishing mainly 
in the North Sea. About 4,000 fishermen are required to man these 
vessels. 

Technical developments in this modern fleet include new model 
trawlers with streamlined bridge structures and spacious comfortable 
living quarters for crews, conversion from coal to oil firing for the 
main boilers, aluminium lined fish holds, semi-automatic fish washers, 
radar, supersensitive echo sounders, and the most modern wireless 
equipment.

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Within a few hours of landing, fish are on the first conveyer of this modern quick-freeze processing plant 
owned by Quayside Products Ltd., Grimsby. 


The distribution side has kept pace with these advancements. 
Capital has been invested in large quick-freeze factories and new 
developments in smoke curing using controlled smoke and heat 
kilns have been introduced. Standards of hygiene have improved 
with the installation of mechanical box-washing machines which 
cleanse landing boxes in hot water, and with a special plastic coated 
waterproof box employed during distribution. More insulated 
vans of an improved design are being added to fish trains. 

Research work of the Ministry of Agriculture and Fisheries on 
fish production and of the Department of Scientific and Industrial 
Research on fish preservation is closely identified with the port. 

The combined result of these activities enabled 3,970,304 cwt. 
of British caught fish worth £10,609,127 and 1,032,704 cwt. of 
foreign caught worth {2,628,745 to be landed in Grimsby Fish 
Docks in 1951. The former quantity represents 28 per cent. of 
the total weight of British landings for England and Wales. 





Agriculture 











The North Midland Region embraces four or more different 
types of agriculture. In Lincolnshire and Nottinghamshire there is 
arable farming, the Holland division of Lincolnshire is famous for 
its bulb growing and flowers, dairy farming is particularly associated 
with Derbyshire, West Leicestershire and South Nottinghamshire, 
while livestock farming has extended on all sorts of farms throughout 


the region, but particularly in the traditional grazing areas of 
Leicestershire and Northamptonshire. 

Unlike most factory industries, agriculture is not clearly differentia- 
ted into sub-types, changes are not so rapid since the cycle of produc- 
tion is at least one year and may be nine or ten in the case of high 
breeding stock, and production units as regards capital and labour 
are much smaller, so that no large scale expansion could be expected 
since the war. 

Farming in most of Lincolnshire and on the Nottinghamshire 
sand and marls is basically arable. This varies from large scale 
extensive cultivation in the Lincolnshire Wolds and Heath to intensive 
market gardening and flower production in the Fens and the Isle 
of Axholme. In these areas the post war period has seen an increase 
in the scale of production in corn growing and the bringing into use 
of combines, grain driers, pick-up balers, larger tractors and ganyed 
implements. There has been some change in the location of potato 
and sugar beet production, more being grown on thinner soils. Sugar 
beet expansion is controlled by the capacity of the available processing 
plant at Peterborough, Brigg, Kelham,Colwick, Bardney and Spalding. 
There have been advances in the mechanization of cultivations and 
harvesting and there is still a large casual labour demand with these 
crops. The increase in flower production has come to be the most 
profitable line in market gardening. 

In the Holland division of Lincolnshire 1,523 acres were used for 
bulb growing in June 1947 and 52 acres for flowers. In June 1952 
these figures had risen to 3,070 and 102 acres respectively. At the 
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same time the acreage of vegetables and fruit has contracted. 

The canning of vegetables throughout the arable parts of Lincolnshire 
is an important adjunct to market gardening, but developments have 
been held up from time to time in recent years by shortage of cans 
and casual picking labour 

The development of crop drying is a fairly new and spectacular 
change in arable areas, especially Kesteven. In addition to the increase 
in grass driers on individual farms, there have been experiments on a 
commercial scale, especially by British Crop Driers Ltd., in preserving 

ther crops in this way for animal feeding. 

In dairy farming there has been an improvement in yield per cow 

! in milk quality rather than an expansion in the number of pro- 

cers and cows. The outstanding achievement since 1949 has been 

increase in the number of T.T. and other designated producers. 

In the last two and a half years the number of T.T. producers in 
Nottinghamshire has risen by 140 per cent 

There has also been an extension of livestock raising, particularly 
in Leicestershire and Northamptonshire, together with a 25-30 per 
cent. increase throughout the region in poultry and egg production. 

Since 1947 the regular labour force employed on agriculture in 
the region has increased from 45,800 to 50,300, but the overall figure 
for both regular and casual labour has fallen from 102,600 in 1947 
to 91,600 at the end of last year 





Research 











Several important research organizations, serving the whole of the 
industries covered, have set up their headquarters in the North 
Midland Region. The importance of the work being carried out 
by these organizations lies in their efforts to increase production 
through greater efficiency and to improve the quality of the various 
products they handle. 

The Boot and Shoe and Allied Trades Research Association at 
Kettering is continuously carrying out experiments in materials, 
methods and tools in the footwear industry, and has become estab- 
lished as a powerful factor in the increase in productivity and 
efficiency that has been apparent in the last few years. More than 
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90 per cent. of the firms in the industry are members of the Association. 

The Production Engineering Research Association, incorporated 
in 1946, is established in a former hunting lodge in Leicestershire’s 
country town of Melton Mowbray. Its object is to assist British 
industry through research covering the whole range of production 
engineering activities. All makers of tools, gauges, cutting fluids 
and the like are eligible as members. Other activities include the 
devising and carrying out of new standard tests for production equip- 
ment and materials, and the operation of a technical information 
service. 

The Hosiery and Allied Trades Research Association at Nottingham 
serves manufacturers and dyers as well as those producing equipment 
and materials for the industry. There is evidence of considerable 
interest in the Association in other countries and recently the largest 
hosiery manufacturer in Australia became a member. Research 
covers many aspects of hosiery production including problems 
associated with the use of new synthetic fibres, improvement of the 
weaving qualities of silk, dimensional differences in knitted goods, 
yarn lubrication during knitting and problems concerning dyeing and 
finishing. 

The Lace Research Association, a recent development in the 
industry, began work in 1943 in new premises at Nottingham which 
were formally opened this year. The Association met with some 
success in a quest for a new lubricant as a substitute for graphite, 
and developed a new Jacquard spring which is not susceptible to 
changes in length with different weather conditions. A large 
programme of work lies ahead. 

The Motor Industry Research Association, with headquarters at 
Lindley Airfield in Leicestershire, is constructing a track for con- 
trolled experiments under road conditions. Its general aims are to 
conduct research into problems affecting the industry. 

Although not a research association in the normal sense, B.R.M. 
who made the much publicized cars at Bourne, Lincs., incorporated 
many ideas which have been in the experimental stage. There is no 
doubt that whatever the future of B.R.M. cars the lessons learned 
from them will benefit the whole motor industry in the United 
Kingdom.

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Committee to Consider Issue of 
Shares of No Par Value 


ANSWERING a question in the House of Commons on December 

18, the Parliamentary Secretary to the Board of Trade, Mr. Henry 
Strauss, said that the President of the Board of Trade had decided 
to set up a Committee with the following terms of reference :— 


To consider whether it is desirable to amend the Companies 
Act, 1948, so as to permit the issue of shares of no par value ; 
and, if so, to consider and report what amendments in the Act 
should be made for this purpose, having due regard to the need 
for safeguards for investors and for the public interest. 

Mr. Strauss said that Mr. Montagu L. Gedge, Q.C. (who was a 
member of the Cohen Committee on Company Law Amendment, 
1943-5) would be Chairman of the Committee ; and the other 
members would be :—

Zine Control Ends 


THE Minister of Supply announces that from January 1, 1953, the 

provisions of the Copper, Lead and Zinc Distribution Order, 1951, 
will cease to apply to zinc. 

The removal of this control means that licences will no longer be 
required for the purchase or sale of zinc ; it arises from the decision 
already announced to re-open the London Metal Exchange on 
January 2, 1953. 

Lead was decontrolled in October last. 


Licences will now only 
be required for the purchase of copper.

AT November 18, 1952, the official index figure,* which measures 
changes in the average level of retail prices compared with the level atthe 
base date, June 17, 1947 (taken as 100), was 138, the same figure as at 
October 14, 1952, the Ministry of Labour and National Service 
state.

B.S.I. Plans Sizing Conference 


A NATIONAL CONFERENCE on clothes sizing, to which all 
sections of the clothing trade will be invited, is to be organized in the 
New Year by the British Standards Institution. 

This is the B.S.I.’s response to the demand from many sections of 
the trade that the Retail Productivity Team’s recommendations on 
sizing should be energetically pursued. 

A Conference Committee, manned by officials of the trade organiza- 
tions concerned, has been formed. To give plenty of time for the 
preliminary planning, a date in February for the conference is being 
considered and a further announcement on this and other details 
will be made shortly. 


Approval of Coronation Souvenirs 


ANUFACTURERS WHO have not yet submitted Coronation 

souvenirs for approval by the Council of Industrial Design’s 
Coronation Souvenirs Committee are urged to do so as soon as they 
feel that their designs can be given publicity. 

The Committee has so far approved 557 out of 1,376 
submitted and has given provisional approval to 84 others. 
number and quality of submissions already exceeds expectations, but 
the Committee is anxious that the current trade exhibition of approved 
souvenirs should be comprehensive and include all souvenirs of 
outstanding design 

The Secretary of the Committee, Mr. A. Gardner-Medwin, 
reports that the exhibition has aroused much interest among 
Prospective buyers since it was opened five weeks ago. the 
many visitors to the display there have been representatives of 55 
education authorities and 223 wholesale and retail buyers, 

48 overseas agencies and stores. 

The Committee advises manufacturers to submit their souvenirs 
for approval by January 12 if they want to make sure of representation 
in the exhibition of approved souvenirs when it moves to the Fancy 
Goods Fair, Harrogate, February 2-6. To secure a place in the 
public exhibition which will be held at the Tea Centre, London from 
February 24—-March 14, firms should send in their designs by 
February 4. 


Branded Textiles Group Formed 


A NUMBER of firms connected with the production of a wide range 

of textiles and apparel, including members of the Branded Knitting- 
Wool Association Ltd. and the Branded Silk Hose Group, have formed 
a permanent organization to be known as The Branded Textiles 
Group. The Director is Mr. Emrys Roberts, and the temporary 
address is 25 Savile Row, London, W.1. 

The Group has announced that membership is limited to firms who 
manufacture and distribute merchandise under their own branded 
names which consumers, at home and abroad, over a period of many 
years, have grown to regard as hallmarks synonymous with the highest 
British tradition for workmanship, style and quality. Meetings will 
be held at regular intervals to discuss problems applicable to the Group 
as a whole. 

The Group gives its objects as :-— 

To do all in its power to maintain the confidence which consumers 
have placed in their branded products, by providing the best possible 
variety of goods at prices which are reasonable and competitive. 

To guide and protect the consuming public from misrepr ti 

To maintain and develop the competitive spirit in the industry, to 
encourage originality, improved design and technical method 
enterprise on the part of workpeople and managements. 

By all these means, and by such others as may become apparent 
from time to time, to strive to re-establish, and still further to 
strengthen, the high prestige of British textile brands in the markets 
of the world.

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Britain Must Continue to Search for New Export Markets 


IHE CHANGING character of Britain's national output of goods 

and exports, and her need to find new export markets, was 

stressed by the Chancellor of the Exchequer, Mr. R. A. Butler, 
when he spoke at the Annual Banquet of the Institute of Export in 
London on December 17. 

Mr. Butler said that an institute that had been proclaiming the 
virtues of exports for 17 years could be sure in 1952 of the warm 
interest of any member of H.M. Government. 

In this difficult year we had been exporting a volume of goods more 
than a half larger than in 1938, and if that had happened in the 
ordinary course of things we should indeed have been well off. After 
@ war that cost us a quarter of our national wealth, however, we had 
to run fast just to stay in the same place: but at least we had been 
running fast. Not only that, but we had been changing our make-up 
as we ran. 


Changing Character of Exports 


The make-up we had been changing was the make-up of our 
national output of goods and the average shipload of our exports. 
Giving examples he said that there was a scheme to fly holly and 
British-grown cut flowers out to Canada ; a Durham firm had sent a 
million pounds’ worth of toffees and sweets in attractive wrappers to 
the United States during the last five years; and thirdly, dolls’ eyelashes 
were being offered in the United States market by the strip, black or 
brown, straight or curled, by a firm at Putney. 

These were welcome changes, but when he spoke of a different 
make-up of output and exports ie was thinking of weightier things 
than dolls’ eyelashes. In particular, he had in mind those engineering, 
electrical, and chemical goods which now provided so much larger 
a part of our total production and exports 

In what he was going to say about these he did not mean to imply 
that some of our older export trades—coal and textiles for example— 
were no longer important. ‘The mills and the mines still had their 
part to play in our foreign trade: it was for them to determine how 
big a part, and enough for him to say the bigger and better. 

In the meantime the demand for engineering products was not 
only weighty but encouragingly widespread. In the year the Institute 
was incorporated (1935) a quarter of our national industrial output 
was in metals and metal goods ; now it was more than athird. The 
same industries contributed 37 per cent. of our exports in 1938 ; last 
year it was 46 per cent. of a total two-thirds larger. Most of these 
metal exports were capital goods for development schemes in all parts 
of the world, and not least in the Commonwealth. 

India’s five-year plan to eliminate most of her food imports 
depended on a number of vast irrigation schemes, many of which 
depended in turn on British equipment. So did the plan to raise 
Australian output of petroleum products from 900,000 tons to over 
six million in 1956. So, too, did the £60 million South African 
project for eight new major electricity schemes. 


Help for Commonwealth 


Each Commonwealth country had to find resources for its own 
development ; but we had the double task of finding both finance 
and physical equipment to assist them. The significance of their 
dependence on British factories was brought out by the single fact 
that over half their engineering imports came from this country— 
and for some of them the fraction was three-quarters. Nor were 
our markets for engineering products confined to the Commonwealth. 

British skill and special British steel were going to the making of 
the Tampa Bay Bridge in Florida which, when finished in 1954, 
would be the largest pre-stressed concrete bridge in the world. This 
year had seen the award to British firms of big contracts for 
transformers for the Garrison Dam in North Dakota and the Folsom 
Dam in California and in the last four days one of these firms had 
landed another big transformer contract in the city of Seattle. 

In the Middle East we were building a £2 million engineering study 
centre, and in Siam we were installing South East Asia’s first television. 

Three million British bicycles had been sent this year to various 
parts of the world, and among them now was a new strong model 
specially designed to carry not only the normal human load, but 150 Ib. 
of African or Asiatic fruit and oil as well. 

And while some of our pre-war export industries had been expanding 
in this way some entirely new ones had been growing up. 

“TI am thinking aow of things like nylons and penicillin and 


prefabricated buildings, of radar and reaper-thresher combines.” 
Mr. Butler went on. “ Last year we earned £34 million overseas 
with goods we never exported at all before the war. Add in exports 
whose value has risen more than fifty times since pre-war—laundry 
machines, for example, and refrigerators—and you get a total of 
£115 million worth of virtually new exports. 

‘And other developments characteristic of the new post-war age, 
petroleum products and aircraft, raise the total to £187 million, or 
7$ per cent. of total United Kingdom exports. We have all welcomed 
the order by Trans-Canada Airlines for 15 Vickers Viscount turbo- 
propeller aircraft at a cost of 114 million dollars—dollars in the air 
are certainly better than pic in the sky ! 

““ But we must be careful that the warmth of the season and the 
occasion did not conjure up too rosy a picture,” Mr. Butler said. ‘We 
did well to recall our successes, not as the cue for relaxation but as a 
call to renewed effort. Next year would be a testing time for all our 
export industries. 


Growing Competition 


“Competition is growing ; from Germany and Japan it is getting 
fierce, and the more desirable the market the more salesmen from these 
and other countries shall we encounter there. Most of all is this true 
of the dollar markets of North, Central and South America. The 
examples I have mentioned of striking export achievements in the 
United States and Canada show that we know the answer, if only we 
will apply it widely enough,” said Mr. Butler. 

In Central America, too, there were some large, rich and rapidly 
developing countries to whom we sent only 2 per cent. of our total 
exports. 

We must continue, in a double sense, our search for new work ; 
countries we had cultivated little in the past; and new types of 
export for which there was a demand or for which one could be 
created by skilful marketing. Any product, technique or sales method 
that contained the promise of expanded export sales needed to be 
examined in industry with all possible care. The Government for 
its part would certainly study with care any method proposed to it 
for the encouragement of exports. The task here was challenging 
and inescapable, and for its accomplishment all our efforts would be 
needed. 

“* Since the end of the war the target for exports has been to enable 
us to pay our way. Now, seeing matters in clearer perspective, and 
having by our efforts in the last year secured the opportunity to take 
a longer view, we realize the need to set our sights higher. We need, 
in fact, no longer just a balance, but a surplus—a large, regular 
surplus: and we need it for two very good reasons. 

“The first is that it represents the long-term hope of lifting the 
standard of living of the people of this country above the level 
determined by the present austerity import programme. ‘The second 
is that upon it depends the prospect of development in the sterling 
area, with all that hangs on that, not only for the sterling area itself, 
but for the continuance of Britain’s place as its head and centre.” 

Mr. Butler ended by saying that it was the road of expansion, of 
growth and development, at home and abroad, that we must take in 
1953, and to take us along that road we needed, above all else, a further 
growth in our export trade. The Institute, which had already done 
such good work in export promotion would, he knew, maintain its 
efforts, and he hoped that all ranks in industry would follow its lead 
with energy and determination. 


Selling to Federal, State and Municipal 
Authorities in U.S. 
AN ARTICLE entitled “ Selling to Federal, State and Municipal 


Authorities in the U nited States” appeared in the Board of Trade 
Journal on September 27, 1952. In the section relating to Food and 
Clothing for the Armed Services the quotation from the Defence 
Appropriations Act, 1952, should now read : “* No part of this or any 
other appropriation contained in this Act shall be available for the 
procurement of any article of food, clothing, cotton or wool (whether 
in the form of fibre or yarn or contained in fabrics, materials or 
manufactured articles), not grown, re-processed, re-used or produced 
in the United States or its possessions . . .” 
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Monopolies Commission Inquiry into General Effect of 
Some Restrictive Practices 


N THE House of Commons on December 19, the President of the 

Board of Trade was asked whether he had yet asked the Monopolies 

Commission to undertake any inquiry under Section 15 of the 
Monopolies and Restrictive Practices (Inquiry and Control) Act, 
1948. 

The Parliamentary Secretary to the Board of Trade, Mr. Henry 
Strauss, replied that a requirement for a report under Section 15 was 
sent to the Commission on December 17. 

Broadly, the Commission were to report on practices which involved 
agreement amongst a number of traders to discriminate in favour of 
or against a defined class of customers. ‘These included the practices 
which had been referred to in reports of the Commission as “ exclusive 
dealing "’ and “ collective boycott.” 

The full text of the requirement is as follows :— 


The Monopolies and Restrictive Practices (Inquiry and Control) Act, 1948 
Requirement by the Board of Trade under Section 15 
Whereas the Monopolies and Restrictive Practices Commission (herein- 
after called ‘the Commission”’) in their reports relating to goods of 
particular descriptions have dealt with practices such as are specified below 
(hereinafter called “ the specified practices ’’) ; 


And whereas the Board of Trade are satisfied that it is expedient that the 
views of the Commission in relation to the specified practices should be 
formulated in a general report ; 

Now, therefore, the Board of Trade, in accordance with the powers 
conferred upon them by Section 15 of the Monopolies and Restrictive 
Practices (Inquiry and Control) Act, 1948, hereby require the Commission 
to submit to them a report on the general effect on the public interest of the 
specified practices. 

For the purposes of this requirement “ the specified practices” are 
actions taken in the course of carrying out such agreements as are described 
below :— 

(i) Agreements between two or more persons carrying on business as 
suppliers of goods in the United Kingdom which have the effect of 
requiring the parties to the agreements or any of them, either absolutely 
or to such extent as may be specified or described in the agreements 
or determined in accordance therewith :— 

(a) to withhold from any persons s« specified, described or determined 
supplies of goods of any description or orders for such supplies ; 

(b) not to provide such supplies or give such orders to such persons 
except on terms and conditions which are less favourable than 
those applicable in the case of other persons ; 

(c) to offer to any person rebates to be calculated at rates dependent 
on the total value of goods supplied to that person by all the 
parties to the agreements : 

(ii) Agreements between two or more persons carrying on business as 
persons applying any process to goods in the United Kingdom which 
have the effect of requiring the parties to the agreements or any of 
them, either absolutely or to such extent as may be specified or 
described in the agreements or determined in accordance therewith :— 
(a) not to apply that process to the goods of any persons so specified, 

described or determined ; 

(b) only to apply such process to the goods of such persons on terms 
and conditions which are less favourable than those applicable in 
the case of other persons ; 

(c) to offer to any person rebates to be calculated at rates dependent 
on the total value of work done for that person by all the parties 
to the agreements. 

The expression “ the specified practices” shall not, however, include 
actions taken in the course of carrying out :-— 

(a) agreements between a particular supplier or a particular processor 
of goods (whether an individual, a partnership or a body corporate) 
and the purchaser or owner (as the case may be) of those goods to 
which no other persons are parties ; 

(b) agreements under which a licence is granted by the proprietor of a 
patent or trade mark (not being a certification trade mark) for the 
manufacture or sale of goods to which no persons other than the 
proprietor and licensee are parties ; 

(c) agreements the only purpose of which is to allocate markets on a 
territorial basis among the respective parties thereto ; 

(d) agreements to which the only parties are two or more interconnected 
bcdies corporate within the meaning of the Monopolies and Restrictive 
Practices (Inquiry and Control) Act, 1948, or two or more persons 
carrying on business in partnership with each other. 

The agreements mentioned in the foregoing paragraphs include any 

agreements or arrangements whether or not they would be legally enforceable. 


The Board of Trade state that previous references to the Monopolies 
Commission have been concerned with particular industries. On 
July 23, the President of the Board of Trade announced to the House 
of Commons his intention to ask the Commission for a report under 
Section 15 of the Monopolies and Restrictive Practices (Inquiry and 
Control) Act, 1948, on the general effect on the public interest of 
some class of widely prevalent practices. He said that he could not 
then be expected to announce the precise scope of the prospective 
inquiry in the sense of detailing the terms of reference, but continued 
“Hon. Members will, however, recall that in each of their Reports, 
the Commission have criticized certain aspects of what I might group 
together as exclusive dealing and collective boycott. That has been 
the centre of their problem, and I should say that this practice is, 
clearly, a very strong candidate for early examination.” 


Following the announcement in the House of Commons of this 
new task for the Monopolies and Restrictive Practices Commission, 
the Commission say that they already have at their disposal a certain 
amount of information about the operation of some of the practices 
specified in the requirement, both from their own earlier inquiries 
and from published reports such as those of the Lloyd Jacob Com- 
mittee on resale price maintenance and the Simon Committee on the 
distribution of building materials and components. ‘The Commission 
will nevertheless need to supplement this evidence extensively and to 
bring it up to date by taking evidence from those concerned. Accord- 
ingly, they invite persons anc organizations which are affected by, or 
operate, any of the specified practices to submit to them factual 
information and views on the subject. Those who wish to submit 
such evidence are asked to inform the Commission as soon as possible 
of their intention to do so, explaining briefly their interest in the matter 
and when they expect their detailed evidence to be ready. All com- 
munications should be addressed to the Secretary, Monopolies and 
Restrictive Practices Commission, 3 Cornwall Terrace, Regent’s Park, 
London, N.W.1. 

For the guidance of those who may be concerned, the following list 
gives some indication of the principal types of practices which are 
included in the Board of Trade requirement. It should be noted that 
the requirement relates only to arrangements of these types which are 
made collectively, i.e., by agreement among a number of traders, 
though the agreement need not be one that is legally enforceable. 
The list is not exhaustive. 


Examples of Arrangements Covered by the Board of Trade’s Requirement 


Arrangements between a number of traders by virtue of which :— 

(a) suppliers of goods confine the offer of supplies, or of “ trade terms ” 
or wholesale terms or other favourable prices or rates of discount or 
rebate, to particular classes of persons, whether such persons are 
described in general terms or listed by name ; 

(b) suppliers of goods withhold supplies, or trade terms or wholesale 
terms or other favourable prices or rates of discount or rebate, from 
particular classes of person, or from persons named in a “ black list,” 
** stop list ” or other list ; 

(c) purchasers discriminate in similar ways in favour of, or against, 
certain suppliers or classes of supplier when placi ir orders 
(including cases where suppliers and purchasers arrange to dis- 
criminate mutually in each other’s favour) ; 

(d) rebates are paid or received by reference to the aggregate of purchases 
from a number of suppliers. 

Arrangements similar to any of the foregoing but related to the processing 

of goods. 

In case of doubt whether a particular arrangement is or is not covered by 

the terms of the requirement, those concerned are advised to put the facts 
to the Commission. 





Fellowships in Management Accountancy 


THE PRESIDENT of the Institute of Cost and Works Accountants 
announced at a Press Conference in London last week the establish- 
ment of a post-graduate Fellowship in Management Accountancy. 
The aim is to provide a qualification which will indicate that the 
holder commands the practical experience and technical knowledge 
required for a senior accountancy post in industry. 
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Plant Maintenance Code in 
Productivity Team’s Report 


THE British Productivity Council (formerly Anglo-American 

Council on Productivity : United Kingdom Section) has published 
the report of the specialist team on ‘ Plant Maintenance" which 
visited the United States at the beginning of this year under the 
auspices of the Council and the sponsorship of the Economic Co- 
operation Administration (now Mutual Security Agency). In effect, 
the Team presents management and technicians with a comprehen- 
sive code of maintenance, based on the best features in both United 
Kingdom and United States experience and designed to be equally 
applicable in either country. 


The report opens with a “‘ Critical Summary,”’ primarily addressed 
to management readers, with the object of stimulating their interest 
in some of the subsequent chapters. 


Although the Team comprised only ten members, it was composed 
of senior engineers from a cross-section of industry in the United 
Kingdom, including a representative of the Ministry of Supply. It 
also had the usual tri-partite composition, i.e., management, technical 
and labour. The members made a 4,000-mile tour through the eastern 
half of the United States, visiting some 16 plants covering the aircraft, 
automobile, brewing, chemical, electronic, furniture, oil-refining, 
paper-making, textile and general engineering and other industries. 
They were also present at the Third Plant Maintenance Show and 
Conference at Philadelphia, attended by some 2,000 plant engineers 
and management representatives from many parts of the United 
States. 

A particular purpose of the visit was to study technical admini- 
strative methods rather than the actual engineering details of plant 
maintenance. 


In their general conclusions the Team state that the essential 
requirement for an efficient maintenance organization in any industrial 
undertaking is provision that the maintenance contribution to policy 
shall be made and considered before that policy has taken shape as a 
final production programme. Reconsideration of the status of the 
chief maintenance executive may be the first step to this end. 

When an integrated programme has been produced in this way, 
the most important factor in its successful completion is a clear 
statement of the functions of all levels of staff concerned. In par- 
ticular consideration of their individual responsibilities for making 
budgets and exercising control over the actual costs incurred in their 
particular spheres of responsibility is stressed as important. 


‘This approach will determine the extent to which firms of any given 
size or in any particular industry proceed towards full preventive 
maintenance, which is not presented as a formula or panacea, but as 
an informed assessment of all the factors affecting the useful produc- 
tive life of industrial plant. 


Maintenance is not an end in itself and must always remain sub- 
servient to production. In the various plants and works visited by 
the Team in the United States the standing of the maintenance group 
in the eyes of management differed considerably between one plant 
and another. A similar position exists in the United Kingdom. In

general, the closest relationship between management, production 
and maintenance was noticed in those industries where operation 1s 
continuous and loss of revenue due to shut-down time is consequently 
highest. 


The Team was impressed by the clarity with which American 
firms defined the delegation of authority and the sphere of respon- 
sibility of each member of the staff. It considers that it would pay 
managements in the United Kingdom to review their policy in this 
respect, and to make the field of operation of any individual of their 
staff more generally understood, without unduly restricting his activity 
within that field 


It became clear very carly in the Team’s discussions that some 
detailed definition of the main types of maintenance policy was 
necessary. Further consideration suggested five classifications, to 
only one of which would be applied the title “‘ preventive ’’ (a word 
which the Team finds is being loosely applied to the beginnings of 
‘** scheduled ”’ maintenance, both in the United Kingdom and in the 
United States :— 

Maintenance controlled by production supervision. 
Breakdown maintenance. 

Scheduled maintenance. 

Planned maintenance. 

Preventive maintenance. 

Control of the labour force of a maintenance department is com- 
plicated by the fact that maintenance is not readily expressed on a 
quantitative basis. It is probable that such control may best be 
exercised by comparision with the actual man-hours needed to 
complete a programme of work with those estimated as “ standard "’ 
for its completion. Such a comparison could also serve as a basis for 
incentive payments to those engaged on maintenance work. 


The Team found on both sides of the Atlantic a fear that better 
organization of maintenance must involve a disproportionate increase 
in clerical and similar overheads. It is thought that rationalization 
of paper work may prevent this, and an attempt is made in the Report 
to give some guidance on means of achieving it. 


Two main points of maintenance technical policy were most 
noticeable during the Team’s visit to the United States, namely, the 
provision of adequate maintenance workshops, and of labour-saving 
devices in the form of mechanical handling equipment and mechanized 
transport. 


In regard to the latter, the Team would suggest that industrial 
managements in the United Kicgdom would do well to satisfy them- 
selves that the maximum benefit is being obtained from existing 
labour-saving equipment, and that they should investigate the more 
adequate provision of such equipment, whose economical justification 
is frequently underestimated. 

In its Report the Team deals in some detail with the advantages to 
be gained in the design of new plant for ease of maintenance, and the 
control of process operations in existing plants to reduce the incidence 
of maintenance work to the minimum.

WEDNESDAY DECEMBER 17 


Factories in Wales and Monmouthshire 


The Parliamentary Secretary to the Board of Trade, Mr. Henry 
Strauss, stated that the number of new factories and extensions of 
5,000 sq. ft. and over completed in Wales and Monmouthshire each 
year since 1946 was as follows :—

In addition, during this period 246 new factories had been estab- 
lished in former Government premises. 


Report of National Research Development Corporation 


Mr. Strauss said that the President received the report of the 
National Research Development Corporation on November 12 and, 
as required by the Development of Inventions Act, 1948, had arranged 
for it to be laid before the House. 


He was glad to say that the Corporation had made further progress 
during the year and appeared to be achieving its purpose of getting 
into use inventions of value which otherwise might not be taken up. 


Unemployment in Caernarvonshire Area 


Asked what steps his department were taking to alleviate the growth 
of unemployment in the Lleyn, Caernarvonshire area, Mr. Strauss 
replied that there was a seasonal unemployment problem in the area, 
and the Board of Trade would take any opportunity which presented 
itself to steer suitable new industries to the area. Jt would, however, 
be wrong to exaggerate the contribution which his Department could 
make to this end. 


Steel Supplies for Shipbuilding 


Asked what improvements had been made in the sequence of steel 
supplies for shipbuilding, the Parliamentary Secretary to the Ministry 
of Supply, Mr. A. R. W. Low replied that following a seasonal 
decline in the third quarter of this year, due mainly to holidays, 
deliveries in October showed a marked improvement and it was 
expected that this improvement would continue. 


THURSDAY DECEMBER 18 
Marking of Goods Made in Wales 


Asked whether he would permit the description, Made in Wales, 
to be employed in relation to goods manufactured in Wales and 
Monmouthshire, Mr. Strauss replied that traders were themselves 
responsible for the descriptions they applied to their goods. No 
permission from the Board of Trade was needed. 


FRIDAY DECEMBER 19 
Revision of Tariffs on Horticultural Products 


Asked what progress was being made on the question of the revision 
of tariffs on horticultural products, the Secretary for Overseas Trade, 
Mr. H. R. Mackeson, replied that while good progress had been made 
in the examination of that part of the horticultural tariff which related 
to fresh and preserved fruit and vegetables, there remained a wide 
range of horticultural products, the examination of which had not 
yet been completed. He was not in a position to announce any 
decisicns on individual items. 


Imports of Fruit, Flowers and Vegetables 


Quotas for 1953 for imports of most fresh fruits from Western 
European and certain other foreign countries had already been 
announced, Mr. Mackeson stated. Some of these quotas were for 
the whole year and others for the first six months. Imports of most 


wered in Parliament 


vegetables from Western European and certain other foreign countries 
might be made under Open General Licence which would, as at 
present, be subject to suspension for certain items during the main 
marketing seasons of the home crops. A detailed announcement 
would be made shortly. No decision had been taken on the value of 
imports of fruit pulp from foreign countries during the year beginning 
July 1, 1953. Im 1952, there were one or two small quotas for these 
goods from countries not included under the above arrangements and 
similar quotas might be arranged in 1953. 

Quotas for imports of cut flowers would be arranged, as in previous 
years, under bilateral trade agreements. 

Imports of fresh fruit and vegetables and of most types of fruit pulp 
from the Sterling Area might be made under Open General Licence. 


Car Hire Trade 


Asked, in view of the considerable and increasing dollar earnings of 
the car hire trade and its contribution to tourist promotion generally, 
if he would encourage further development of these facilities by means 
of some relaxation of the Hire Purchase (Control) Order, 1952, as 
regards the purchase of new rolling stock for Coronation year, Mr. 
Strauss replied that this matter was under consideration. 


East-West Trade 


A questioner asked Mr. Mackeson whether he was now in a positian 
to make a statement as to the possibility of re-opening and increasing 
east-west trade ; and what was the policy in relation thereto of the 
Export Credits Guarantee Corporation. 

Mr. Mackeson replied that, as the President of the Board of 'T'rade 
had repeatedly stated, Her Majesty’s Government would welcome any 
increase in trade with Eastern Europe in non-strategic commodities. 
Our approaches to Russia and the other Soviet bloc countries about 
the goods which we were ready and anxious to sell had not, however, 
met with any success. As regards the second part of the question, 
the Export Credits Guarantee Department, with Treasury approval 
under Section 2 of the Export Guarantees Act, 1949, afforded cover 
to exports against confirmed irrevocable lette s of credit opened before 
shipment or, in certain cases, short term credit. 


Industrial Development in North-Eastern Area 


The President was asked whether he would meet a deputation from 
the North-East Development Association to discuss ways and means 
of providing alternative forms of employment in the right places ; 
and if he was aware that those responsible for the above association 
were disturbed about the situation in the north-east and would welcome 
the opportunity of placing their views before him at an early date. 

Mr. Strauss replied that the North-East Development Association 
had not yet made any request for a deputation, but, if they desired it, 
he would certainly be prepared to meet them on behalf of the President 
to hear their views on industrial development in the North-Eastern 
Development Area. 


Exports of Drugs to China 


Mr. Mackeson said that the permissible export by the United 
Kingdom to meet China’s normal civilian requirements of anti-biotics 
and sulpha drugs had been estimated by reference to our exports to 
China and Hong Kong of these drugs in the first six months of 1950. 
Licences were granted to exporters up to the amount of their exports 
to those territories in that period, and, additional exports had been 
licensed to Hong Kong to meet special needs certified by the Hong 
Kong authorities. The values of export licences granted accordingly 
during the period July 1, 1951, to December 16, 1952, for anti-biotics 
and sulpha drugs were £889,700 and £417,900, respectively. 


Output of Iron and Steel Castings and Forgings 


Mr. Low said that companies controlled by the Iron and Steel 
Corporation of Great Britain accounted for 22-1 per cent. of the 
total output of iron castings in 1951. They also accounted for 
19-3 per cent. of the total output of steel castings in the same period, 
and for 73-8 per cent. of the total output of heavy steel forgings 
(including tyres, wheels and axles). Statistics of iron forgings were 
not available. 
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A short time ago we had a phone call irom a manufacturer of woollen 
goods. He was concerned about the heavy increases in customs 
duties recently imposed in Venezuela on textiles. Was this likely to 
kill his export trade to that country? 


We told him that, although the genera! opinion appeared to be that 
this increase had virtually closed the market, we were referring the 
matter to our Caracas Branch. 


Within a few days we were able to quote him a report from this 
branch stating that there was still a market in Venezuela for high 
quality textiles of British manufacture, and that the demand was 
likely to continue

IMPROVED RESULTS 


The TWEeNTY-SEVENTH ORDINARY GeNeRAL Meetineo of Barclays Bank

The following are extracts ‘from the circulated statement of the chairman, 
Mr. J. S. Crossiey : 

You may think it surprising that our figures should have shown so little 
change during a year which has seen marked fluctuations in commodity 
prices, in interest rates, as well as in economic and political conditions in 
many of the territories in which we operate. 


Our deposits at £441 million are about the same as last year notwith- 
standing the devaluation in Israel. The cash ratio stands at 23 per cent., 
as against 22 per cent. ; the advances also at £148 million show little altera- 
tion. Our investment portfolio consists entirely of “ dated " stocks, nearly 
60 per cent. of them having to be finally redeemed within a ten-year ‘period. 
Nevertheless, market values have fallen sharply during the past 12 months. 


Tue OvTLooKx 


The results, as shown in the profit and loss account, are better than last 
year. We fee] that they have amply justified the declaration of the old rate 
of dividend on the increased capital. It has been, on the whole, a year 
during which a high level of economic activity has been maintained through- 
out our territories, but I think we must expect some reduction in earnings 
next year. In certain directions, there have — been signs of a slacken- 
ing in activity, and the lower prices now ruling for the staple export products 
from many regions served by this Bank must a an effect on our figures. 


If we cannot predict the future with any certainty we can, nevertheless, 
draw conclusions from the past, and this is perhaps an opportune moment 
to consider the course of events during the seven years that have elapsed 
since the war. Perhaps the most striking fact to be noted is that the United 
Kingdom gold and dollar reserves, which in 1946 stood at the equivalent of 
U.S. $2,696 million, had fallen to U.S. $1,685 million at the end of Septem- 
ber this year. Moreover, in only one of these years was any material surplus 
recorded in our external balance of payments. That was in 1950, and was 
largely attributable, no doubt, to the temporary stimulus given to our exports 
through devaluation in the previous year, and also to American stockpiling. 
During this same period liabilities had increased from approximately 
£4,000,000,000 to over £6,000,000,000, almost entirely due to the United 
States and Canadian dollar loans, which together account for the equivalent 
of £1,700,000,000. 


The figures themselves suggest that only in quite fortuitous circumstances, 
when the tide happens to be running strongly in our favour, can we succeed 
in bringing our accounts into balance. If that is so, then we have not been 
on the road to recovery ; on the contrary, we have ‘been following a course 
which encroaches further each year upon our slender reserves. 


It is the rigidity of our present high cost structure that lies, I believe, at 
the root of almost all our troubles. It is not merely that our control-ridden 
economy is inflexible, wasteful, and quite unsuited to the more competitive 
conditions that are now emerging ; it also induces a negative outlook. 


What is really required to-day is something to operate in exactly the oppo- 
site direction ; something that would provide a bonus on enterprise and 


‘production, and end extravagance and frustration, the inevitable results of 


our present system. 
CrusHING TAXATION 


Unfortunately, it is the case to-day that almost every business transaction 
has first of all to be looked at from the “ tax angle.”” I do not believe 
that any free society can long survive under a burden of taxation, which is 
at once so crushing and so ill-adjusted as that which we have at present. 
Man is by nature an acquisitive animal—therefore, by nature, a capitalist, 
in whatever guise he may choose to present himself. This needs no apology, 
for unless he can fulfil acquisitive instincts, he must live indefinitely in a 
state bordering on serfdom. While he must be prepared to pay his just 
dues to the State that protects him and provides him with amenities, a 
limit must be set to these demands. It is precisely in the achievement of a 
proper balance here that one of the arts of maintaining a healthy economy 
lies. 

While there may be nothing new about the concept of the welfare State, 
there is surely something novel in the idea that it can be free of cost to the 
individual. A bold spirit is needed to attack this formidable facade. 
Certainly we shall not be rescued by timidity. What is needed is a change of 
heart and of outlook, the parents of resolute action.

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Customs and Excise 1953 Import 
and Export Lists 


THE attention of importers and exporters is drawn to the recently 

published official Import and Export Lists setting out the classified 
descriptions under which as from January 1, 1953, goods are to be 
entered with the Customs and Excise Department.* 

These Lists contain notes for the guidance of traders in the 
preparation by them, or by agents acting on their behalf, of the 
appropriate document required by law to be lodged with the Customs 
and Excise Department for goods imported into or exported from 
the United Kingdom. ‘Traders are again reminded that it is from 
these that the Statistical Office of the Customs and 
Excise Department compile the statistics of the external trade of the 
United Kingdom, which are published by the Stationery Office 
monthly in an abridged form in the Trade and Navigation Accounts, 
and in full detail in the Annual Statement of Trade. It is, therefore, 
essential for the accuracy of the published statistics that the informa- 
tion given and declared on the Customs Import entry and on the 
Export Shipping Bill or Specification shall be both full and accurate, 
with particular regard to the following :— 

Goods must be described in accordance with the appropriate 
classification prescribed in the Import or Export List. 

The technical or trade names and descriptions under which the 
goods are ordinarily bought or sold must be given. It is not 
sufficient to show catalogue numbers only. 

The quantities in terms of the unit or units shown in the Import 
or Export List must be given. Where a weight unit is specified 
the net weight of the goods, i.e. exclusive of packings and wrappings, 
is require d 

The value must conform to the definition prescribed in the 
Import or Export List 

In the case of exports, if not wholly of United Kingdom manu- 
facture, particulars must be given cf any process which the goods 
have undergone in this country. 

A number of new headings have been included in the 1953 Import 
and Export Lists and the attention of traders should be given to 
these, in particular to the new headings in Class III, Group (D) 
These and some of the other changes are necessary to meet the 
international obligations of the United Kingdom. 

It has been found that agents responsible for lodgment of entry 
on behalf of traders have frequently experienced difficulties in 
making prompt and full declarations owing to their not having 
been provided with all the necessary information at the proper time. 
The Board of Trade and the Customs and Excise Department urge 
on all manufacturers, merchants and agents that the fullest informa- 
tion for correct entry of goods shall be made readily available. 

The majority of Trade Associations and Export Groups are 
familiar with the appropriate Import and Export List classifications 
of their particular products. ‘Traders are, therefore, recommended 
in cases of doubt to refer to their Trade Association or Export Group 
or to the Customs and Excise Department for guidance as to Import 
or Export List requirements.

Prospects for British Goods 


N HIS REPORT on Economic and Commercial Conditions in 

Libya* the former First Secretary (Commercial) at Her Majesty's 

Legation in Libya reviews the position and future prospects for 
imports into the territory. 

The United Kingdom of Libya, comprising the three territories of 
Cyrenaica, Tripolitania and the: Fezzan, became an independent 
sovereign state on December 24, 1951. Its total area is more than 
seven times that of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Northern 
Ireland, but nine-tenths of the country is desert with no population 
other than nomadic tribesmen. For 19 centuries Libya had virtually 
no economic history, but the present century has brought a change, 
and agricultural development in the coastal belt in the face of difficult 
conditions is effecting a transformation in some areas which it is hoped 
may be steadily extended 

The report states that there are not yet any trade statistics for Libya 
as a whole, but that figures of the trade of Cyrenaica and Tripolitania 
indiv idually are given as appendices. Only these two provinces 
contribute materially to the country’s economy and their resources 
are limited almost wholly to agricultural and pastoral products which 
in themselves are insufficient in volume and variety to meet consumer 
needs comprehensively. 

Up to the date of independence the three territories were applying 
differing tariffs although those of Cyrenaica and Tripolitania had been 
in large measure brought into line. A unified tariff to apply to the 
country as a whole 's now in course of revision. 


Import Licences 


Import licences are required for all goods arriving in Libya and no 
shipments should be made until import licence or licences have been 
issued in full. Applications for such licences must be made by the 
importer in Libya and must be accompanied by pro-forma invoices 
from the supplier overseas. Goods must arrive within the period 
of validity of the licence. The issue of an import licence automatic- 
ally gives entitlement to foreign exchange. Further information on 
this subject was given in the Board of Trade Journal on November 22 
(page 1016). 


Representation 


There has been as yet little tendency towards specialization on the 
part of importers or agents because of the comparatively small volume 
of business in any particular line and most import houses have handled 
a comprehensive range of goods of often dissimilar character. In 
general, the appointment of separate representatives in Tripolitania 
is desirable except in the case of the few houses who maintain offices 
in both provinces. 


Visits of United Kingdom Representatives 


As Tripoli lies on the direct air routes from the United Kingdom 
to West Africa and South Africa, stopovers can be made with only 
the extra expense of subsistence during the period spent in Tripoli. 
The Libyan market is not a large one and is unlikely, for some years 
at least, to offer possibilities of wide expansion in trade, but it may 
later be found to have been well worth while keeping abreast of the 
development stages in the economic life of the new state, the report 
suggests. United Kingdom manufacturers, despite the established 
trade with Libya which they may now enjoy, should maintain and 
extend their experience and knowledge of local conditions by making 
regular visits to Libya. 


Quotations and Offers 


The report states that quotations and offers should always be made 
on c.i.f. terms, based normally on shipment to Tripoli. In this 
connection it is to be noted that there is frequent confusion with 
Tripoli, Lebanon, to which port anand have sometimes been sent in

error. It is desirable also to give gross and net weights and measure- 
ments of cases and packages for the calculation of internal delivery 
costs. 


Payment 


The normal payment terms are cash against documents. Past 
experience has been that there is often some delay in lifting documents, 
due partly to the fact that Tripoli has not been regularly served by 
shipping other than from Italy, with the consequence that an accumu- 
lation of goods would arrive in greater volume than the consignees 
were able to pay for until some portion had been delivered to eventual 
buyers and cash proceeds received. With the expected greater 
frequency of arrivals of import vessels in the future there should be a 
lessening of payment delays. The report also includes information 
on advertising and publicity in the territory. 


Outlook for Imports 


A section of the report is devoted to the present position and future 
prospects for imports, and gives details of such commodities as food, 
drink and tobacco, textiles, household equipment, metal and metal 
manufactures, automobiles, trucks, etc., typewriters, cash registers, 
photographic apparatus, agricultural machinery and many others. 
Other chapters deal with livestock and products, communications, 
ports and shipping and the tourist trade. A number of appendices 
supply statistical details of the distribution of trade during the years 
from 1945 to 1950 and the report itself has a separate chapter which 
deals with the constitution, administration and foreign relations of 
the territory. ‘The report concludes with “ Information for Business 
Visitors ’’ which covers entry and exit regulations, accommodation, 
season of visit and local currency. 


Time for Eastern trade 


Ten-fifteen in Singapore and the city office of the Chartered Bank 
is already a hive of business activity. The Bank’s New York 
agency has closed its books for the day and seven hours must elapse 
before the London, Manchester and Liverpool offices will be open 
for business ; but wherever merchants and manufacturers are en- 
gaged in the Eastern trade the services of the Bank will be available 
to them at one point or another of its far flung branch system.

Spain and Federal Republic 
of Germany 


HE® MAJESTY’S Representative in Madrid has reported the 

signature in Madrid, on October 14, 1952, of a new Payments 
Agreement and a new Commercial Agreement between Spain and 
the Federal Republic of Germany. The new Commercial Agreement 
takes the form of a Supplement to the Commercial Agreement of 
May 1, 1950, of which it forms an integral part and which is thereby 
extended for a further year. 

The new agreements, which are valid in the first instance until 
September 30, 1953, envisage an increase of 50 per cent. in trade in 
both directions. German exports to Spain will include agricultural 
and livestock produce and industrial products to the total value of 
390 million D.marks. ‘The total value of quotas established for goods 
to be exported from Spain to Germany is only 173 million D.marks, 
but in addition there will be no quantitative restrictions on the import 
into Germany from Spain of many products, including citrus fruits, 
dried fruits and bananas.

Hungary has agreed to treat 
India on par with other countries with whom she has bilateral trade 
agreements for the purpose of licensing imports and exports of certain 
specified goods and has undertaken to take steps to increase imports 
of Indian goods into Hungary.

Directorate of Imports and Exports is now issuing a 1953 quota for 
capital goods, the unit cost of which does not exceed £1,000 free on 
board. In view of recent pronouncements in the Union emphasizing 
the need for caution in the issue of import permits it is regarded as 
unlikely that there will be any supplementary quota for 1953. 

Permits to import capital goods of a unit value exceeding £1,000 
free on board have to be applied for specially. Consideration of 
these applications is usually lengthy and to avoid unnecessary delays 
in placing orders Import Control is known to be prepared to make 
additional import facilities available. These take the form of the 
grant of so called floats to importers of approved essential items of 
capital equipment. Orders can be placed overseas straightaway 
to the amount of the float. As sales to individual end users in the 
Union are approved by Import Contfol the float is automatically 
renewed. 

The above information is brought to the attention of United 
Kingdom exporters of capital goods so that they may take full 
advantage of the opportunities open to them in the Union market in 
1953, through their selling agents in the Union.

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Import Regulations in Ethiopia 
and Eritrea 


N Federation with Ethiopia, Eritrea adopted a system of Import 
Control similar to that previously in force in Ethiopia. 

Control of imports is exercised by means of the Exchange Control 
operated by the State Bank. Exchange permits must be obtained for 
all imports for which foreign currency is to be provided by the State 
Bank. In general these permits are only issued in respect of essential 
imports such as pharmaceuticals, essential foodstuffs, machinery and 
vehicles and spare parts, petroleum products, tyres and tubes, building 
materials, industrial raw materials, and non-luxury tex 

At present the Federation is very short of Sterling and exporters 
are advised not to ship goods unless they have a satisfactory assurance 
that exchange will be available for transfer when payment is due.

mission, to protest against any proposals to increase import duties 
and/or impose quota limitations on imports. 


Scarves ; 
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Certificates of Origin for Exports 


to Guatemala 


A GUATEMALAN Presidential Resolution dated November 18, 

published in the Guatemalan Official Gazette on November 26, 
1952, modifies the Government Resolution dated January 27, 1939, 
which provides for the obligatory use of official forms for Certificates 
of Origin. 

These forms are now obligatory for exports which are made to 
Guatemala from other countries and may be obtained by interested 
parties from Guatemalan Consuls at the price of one Quetzal (7s. 2d 
approx.) per set of three forms. 

Guatemalan Consuls or Diplomatic Representatives abroad are 
prohibited from legalizing Certificates of Origin on forms other than 
those officially authorized. Nevertheless, such Certificates of Origin 
may be legalized for reasons of force majeure which are recognized 
and accepted as valid by the Ministry of Finance and Public Credit, 
but only on condition that the importers request their acceptance in 
conformity with Article 242 of the Customs Code. 

This Resolution, modifying and amplifying that issued on January 
27, 1939, entered into force 15 days subsequent to its publication in 
the Official Gazette. 


Tax on Imports and Exports 


BY Guatemalan Decree 931 dated November 24, and effective from 
November 29, a tax of 6 per cent. of the total invoice value is imposed 
on all Guatemalan imports and exports, except gasoline and lubricants 
which are exempt. Goods contracted for before the entry into force 
of this Decree are not affected by its provisions.

Pakistan Tariff Commission 


THE United Kingdom Trade Commissioner in Karachi has reported 
by telegram that the Pakistani newspaper Dawn of December 20, 
quoting a Government Press Note, states that it has been decided by 
the Pakistan authorities, as a measure of protection to the indigenous 
lathes industry, to grant a rebate of duty paid in excess of 5 per cent 
ad valorem on raw materials used by the industry.

Space at B.LF. at Birmingham 
Nearly all Sold 


T' {E Management Committee of the British Industries Fair at 

Castle Bromwich, Birmingham, have once again had to warn late- 
comers among manufacturers that they may not be able to obtain all 
the space they need. 

At the same time the Committee have encouraging news for both 
exhibitors and buyers—a record response to invitations from abroad, 
and heartening evidence of lower prices and faster deliveries. 

The Coronation B.I.F. will be held from April 27 to May 8. Five 
months before the doors open the position at Castle Bromwich now 
is that 96 per cent. of all space indoors has been sold. Bookings for 
the outdoor section are piling up. 

The President of the Birmingham Chamber of Commerce, Mr. A. B. 
Waring, and his Management Committee, estimate that more than 
1,200 firms will have their latest goods on show in April in the three 
heavier industrial sections (Engineering, Electrical and Building) and 
in the Hardware group. Special Coronation Year decor will aim to 
make the 1953 Fair visually the most attractive that has ever been held. 

Mr. H. Missenden, general manager of the B.I.F. at Birmingham, 
said that the trend of bookings this year was evidence that the B.I.F. 
was now returning to healthy pre-war conditions. ‘The scramble for 
space which took place immediately after the war had given way to 
orderly consideration by manufacturers of the Fair’s merits in their 
sales programmes. Firms who were showing to-day were seriously 
taking a long term view based on well-thought-out commercial policy. 
These firms were emphasizing their determination by measures to 
step up production, to lower prices and to cut delivery times. 

Overseas buyers had demonstrated again this year, by the eagernes« 
with which they had booked passages and accommodation, that the 
B.I.F. had a singular advantage over specialized exhibitions where 
only one class of goods was on show. B.I.F. covered 80 different 
industries and enabled visitors from abroad, some of whom travelled 
6,000 miles or more, to take in a representative cross-section of British 

production and meet the demands of the many varying interests which 
- had to represent in order to justify long trips to this country. 

By the same process an exhibitor at B.I.F. met buyers whose 
interests ranged beyond their own trade lines but who, nevertheless, 
often turned out to be potentially interested in associated or derivatory 
equipment. In this way a buyer of hand tools could also be a customer 
for an oi] furnace. 

Exhibitors at the B.I.F. since 1947 had been given a degree of 
marketing support which they did not get before the war. Through 
press advertising, news services, direct mail and poster promotion on 
a world-wide scale the Fair, and with it the exhibitor individually and 
the products he displayed, had been brought to the attention of the 
buying public in 63 countries months before each Fair opened. This 
had helped to increase the attendances of overseas buyers from an 
average between the years 1930-1939 of 5,000, to a post-war average 
of 16,000, It had also succeeded in tapping reserves of buying power 
in many countries which could never be revealed in attendance 
statistics. Buying was no longer confined to the Fair’s visitors. 
More than 5,000 hard business inquiries were received every year from 
potential buyers, who did not come to B.I.F., as a result of the Fair’s 
advance catalogues, press services and press advertising. 

In recent years overseas promotion had been given an extra slant 
on dollar markets. This had substantially raised attendances of 
North American buyers. This year again special campaigns were 
being developed in the United States and Canada. The advance 
edition of the B.I.F. catalogue had been separately promoted over 
there and many additional orders had been received for it from leading 
American and Canadian businessmen. The Fair organizers had 
arranged to produce the advance catalogue on January 1, a month 
earlier than usual, so that interested buyers would have ample time 


to digest the contents and plan their tours of the Fair buildings before 
setting off for Britain.

MANY THOUSANDS of the Export Edition of the 1953 British 
Industries Fair Catalogues (separate issues for London and Birming- 
ham) will be despatched by air and sea-mail early in January to buyers

hundreds of requests have already been received for copies as soon as 
they are available. 

These catalogues carry all information as at present known of some 
2,500 exhibitors who will be showing at the 1953 B.I.F. Each 
exhibitor’s products are fully classified for instant reference. As a 
result of many requests in former years, a limited number of copies 
have been reserved for United Kingdom business houses interested 
in export trade.
